Increase to 30 Cents Denied Re- 
tailers—15 Per Cent Profit Held 
Sufficient for Manufacturers. 

A quarter of a dollar for one white 
collar is enough, according to the St. 
Louls Fair Price Commission. 

St. Louts retailers have been pay- 
ing $2.25 a dozen for collars, and 
selling them for 25 cents each. The 
retailers say that, after overhead 
expenses are deducted, their profit 
is less than 10 per cent. An in- 
crease in the wholesale price to $2.40 
a dozen has been proposed, and the 
retailers say, in that case, that the 
retail price would have to be in-. 
creased to 30 cents each.

RANTED that it is rather a task 
to freeze ice cream and that it 
does usually take too much ice 
to permit one to make iton the spur 
of the moment and without consult- 
ing the iceman, nevertheless one can 
make real ice cream without a freez- 
er and with so small an amount of 
ice that ft can be spared from the 


refrigerator without special arrange- 
ments. 


Ice cream that is made without 
freezing, simply by packing in salt 
and ice, is called mousse, and can be 
made from heavy cream whipped 
to a stiff froth or from thin cream 
with gelatine. 


After the mixture ts made it is put 
into a mold surrounded with salt and 
ice, two parts crushed ice to one of 
salt, covered with several layers of 
newspaper or an old piece of carpet 
and put in a cool place for three 
hours, when it is ready to serve. One 
of the best places for it is in the fire- 
}less cooker. 

One of the most popular of these 
concoctions is maule mousse, and it 
is about the simplest to make. Boil 
@ cup of maple syrup and pour it 
over four eggs that have been well 
beaten, then cook the mixture in a 
double boiler until it is quite thick. 


Have ready two cups of heavy 
cream beaten stiff and fold this into 
the eggs and syrup after they have 
cooled. Turn into a mold and freeze. 
This is particularly nice garnished 
with whipped cream and maraschino 
cherries. Or it may be dipped out of 
the mold and served in parfait glass- 
es with the cream and cherry on top. 

To make fruit mousse with the 
heavy cream whip two cups of it and 
add to it a cup of crushed fruit that 
has been sweetened.
